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NAVAL AIR BASES 
“ ITH the increase in the striking 


forces already provided for by the 
Congress, the situation will grow progres 
sively worse unless it is remedied by the 
construction of shore facilities.” That 
phrase, enunciated by Rear Admiral Ben 
Moreell, Chief of the Bureau of Yards and 
Docks. before the THlouse Naval Affairs 
Committee, expresses forcibly why the 
President and the Congress this year col 
laboratece vrovide authority and funds 
for the Navy to begin construction of a 
series of air bases in the Atlantic and 
Pacific oceans to provide an advance 
screen for the protection of the vital in 
terests of the United States. 

On the recommendations of the Hep 
burn Board, convened for the express pur 
pose of presenting a comprehensive study 
of the Nation’s needs in air, mine, sub 
marine and destroyer bases, Congress ap 
propriated funds for the inauguration of 
construction of the first priority recom 
mended by the Hepburn Board, the Naval 
air facilities. 

At Kaneohe Bay, Oahu, in Hawaii, a 
considerable amount of dredging to pro 
vide adequate take-off and landing facil 


ities will be done. A concrete parking 
ramj ~vill be constructed, with five sea 
plans ramps to facilitate the beaching 


of patrol planes. Facilities for the quar 
tering of 615 enlisted men, 160 chief petty 
officers and 157 officers will be provided. 
Recreation facilities for officers and men 
have been appropriated for. In addition, 
there will be the usual utilities systems, 
together with magazines, machine gun 
range, tanker handling facilities, bomb 
sight workshop, torpedo workshop and 
parachute loft. The entire installation will 
cost $5,800,000. 

At Wake Island, a channel 200° feet 
wide, varying in depth from 18 to 22 feet, 
will be dredged into the lagoon, and a 
turning basin 1,000 feet square will be 
dredged. An operating area of more than 
one square mile will be created, and sea 
plane ramps leading to conerete parking 
surface. will be constructed. Gasoline 
Storage facilities will be provided, with 
a tender pier, power plant and minor 
buildings to house essential repair facil 
ities. Though quarters for a caretaking 
anit will be provided, facilities for hous 
Ire any considerable number of Naval 
Personnel are not contemplated. This base, 


designed primarily as a stop-over on 
Patrol plane maneuvers, will cost 
$2,000,000. 

At Johnston Island, similar facilities 


Will be provided. Like Wake, Johnston is 
little more than a coral reef, and with 
the dredging of approaches for patrol 
Planes and seaplane tenders, the channel 
to be 200 feet wide and 20 feet deep, with 
4turning basin of 500 feet, from which 
three 900 feet wide runways will radiate, 
the major portion of the improvements 
Will be complete. A 15,000 square-yard 
foncrete parking «area, with suitable 
Tamps, will be constructed. 

Palmyra Island will receive almost 
identical treatment, although there will 
less need for extensive dredging.

HERE are two institutions in France 
that perform the functions of West 
Point ; the school at St. Cyr, 15 miles from 
aris, and the Polytechnique, located in 
the heart of the Latin Quarter. Froi the 
former are graduated officers of infantry 
and cavalry, from the latter officers of 
engineers and artillery. The Polytech 
nique also furnishes engineers for other 
technical state services, such as mines, 
forests, rounds and state manufacturers. 
Many graduates go into private industry, 
after completing the required military ser 
vice, as they are much sought after. All 
graduates automatically become officers of 
engineers or artillery on mobilization 
Nothing derogatory of a school which has 
produced such men as Joffre and Foch is 
implied when we say that St. Cyr is the 
West Point of the French Army. Its spirit 
is strictly and supremely military, it takes 
no pride in being scientific (almost no 
mathematics are taught there) and while 
it lays the foundation for higher military 
studies and turns out well-instructed lieu 
tenants, its chief aim is to instil into its 
students those moral qualities that are es 
sential to a successful military chief. St. 
Cyr is the spring from which flow the vir 
tues that make the French Army what it 
is, and the action and reaction between 
the Service and the School is a vibrating 
and fructifying force: the two are always 
in close touch, 


The number of candidates admitted 
wach year to St. Cyr is variable, being 
fixed by the War Department according 
to the needs of the army. Generally about 
300 enter; this season 625 will be ad 
mitted due to the European tension. This 
is the largest number ever received. Any 
boy desiring to enter the school can com 
pete, the ages being from 18 to 21. But 
almost all enter during their 19th or 20th 
year, Examinations are held each year in 
8 or 10 centers by a civilian board, which 
moves from place to place. The written 


finally enter the school. 


In making his request to compete, a 
candidate must enclose his complete Bac 
calaureah, conferred by a government 
high school (Lycie). This degree corre 
sponds to what an exacting American col 
lege would confer upon a graduate for 
(first) literature and (second) cither 
science or philosophy (Both being re 
quired for St. Cyr). If the boy has a de 
gree in all three it counts in his rating 
similarly if he offers both English and 
German only one of these languages be 
ing exacted. 


The subjects of the competitive exami 
nation are French, English or German 
history, geography, mathematics, plysies 
aud chemistry. Equitation and gymunas 
ties also count, but are made of insignifi 
cant importance.

First Army Maneuvers 
(Continued from First Page) 
that, had the battles been real, the 
guardsmen would early have been driven 
back into Lake Champlain. However, as 
General Drum pointed out in his critique, 


quoted below, in discussing failure of 
troops to take cover, “Such training is 
quickly acquired after one hears the first 


shell or bomb explode. Self-preservation 
attends to that.” 

From the Third Corps Area, where part 
of the maneuvers were held, came similar 
criticisms against lack of equipment and 


training, but here officers took a less pes- 
simistic view of the gravity of shortcom- 
ings. 

“After all,” said Col. George R. Allin, 


chief of staff for Maj. Gen. J. K. Parsons, 
Third Corps Commander, “the main pur- 
pose of the maneuvers was to give our 
troops, both regulars and National Guard, 
opportunity for intensive training in large 
groups that is so badly needed, and this 
purpose was accomplished.” 

Discussing lack of motor transport, 
Colonel Allin said it was not wise to equip 
& peacetime army with all motorized 
transport because it so quickly becomes 
obsolete. It is better, he said, to have 
sources of supply in such positions that 
hew units can be turned out quickly in an 
emergency. 

Meanwhile, the War Department said 

that no changes in training plans were 
contemplated, that the present systems of 
having one field army take the field each 
year would be continued if Congress pro- 
Vides funds. It has not yet been deter- 
Mined which army will have the ma- 
heuvers, which the CPX, in 1940. Normal- 
ly, the Second (Mid-West) Army would 
hold maneuvers, but, on the other hand, 
the Fourth Army (West Coast) just com- 
pleted the CPX which precedes actual 
field movements. 
_ Choice lies between these two armies, 
it wus indicated, since Second Army war 
games were held in 1936, and Fourth 
Army games in 1937. The Third Army 
(South) held its maneuvers last year. 

At the conclusion of the maneuvers, 
General Drum singled several units out 
for special commendation. Among these 
Were the 1st Infantry Brigade, com- 
Manded by Col. Fay W. Brabson, USA, 
Which displayed great dash in attack and 
carried on a skillful and stubborn de- 
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fense; and the 26th Infantry, Col. James 
Il. Muir, Inf., USA, commanding, which 


staged an arduous attack, taxing strength 
of every man, but resulting in capture of 
“enemy” mechanized units and _ foot 
troops. 

Below are printed General Drum’s re 
marks at the critique remarks which 
laid stress upon the number of men not 
trained in combat in firing, upon the fact 
that Engineer troops were not utilized 
wisely in camp building, upon the slow- 
ness in transmission of orders, upon the 
lack of knowledge in map-reading : 

General Comments on Maneuvers 

May I express to all members of the 
First Army my personal appreciation for 
your helpfulness in making this maneuver 
asuccess. Your loyalty and willing efforts 
have assured the success achieved. IT have 
never seen officers and enlisted men enter 
into the spirit of exercises as you have. 
We have learned much in these two 
weeks. There have been many profitable 
lessons and, back of it all, there has been 
created that fraternal spirit, so essential 
in any military organization. 

The Chief Umpire, Colonel Marley, has 
discussed specific points for us relating 
to the various exercises, The time avail 
able forces me to limit my comments to 
general topics which | hope will be help 
ful in our future work.

In the many lessons of our maneuver, 
reassurance as to the high quality of the 
men who are the rank and file of the 
Army is the most outstanding. In camp, 
in the field, in the tense atmosphere of 
simulated combat, in the recreation pe 
riods, we have found them intelligent, 
eager to learn and to succeed, happy and 
cheerful, and with an adaptability and a 
willingness which overcome obstacles and 
hardships. Given a definite objective and 
simple reasoning for a desired action, the 
American soldier will excel all others in 
his response and efforts. This trait is our 
most valuable asset. Young Americans of 
today have the spirit of their forefathers ; 
their spirit and patriotism take fire as 
quickly and they will not fail the country 
in any emergency. On the other hand, our 
country should not fail them. In the tur 
moil of the present world situation we 
are unfair to these fine young men if we 
do not afford them an adequate oppor- 
tunity to learn the problems of a soldier's 
life before an emergency is upon us. In 
the World War I saw fine young Ameri 
cans thrown into battle before they had 
ever fired a shot from their rifles. Here 
in our First Army, I estimate that over 
HOY, of the men have never fired their 
weapons in a combat course of instruc 
tion. Those who have witnessed these ex 
ercises realize their inexperience in many 
other important lines. Aside from the 
question of eflicient preparedness, such a 
state is deplorable and inexcusable and 
certainly unfair to this fine manhood who 
may have to face the crisis of war. They 
are eager and willing to learn. Why 
shouldn't the country offer them adequate 
opportunity ? 

Need for an Efficient Field Army 

In the remarks opening this maneuver 
I gave as our primary objective the ce 
menting of ourselves into aw efficient 
Kield Army. We have accomplished much 
along these lines in these two weeks. We 


appreciate now the functions, composi 
tion and necessity for a Field Army or 
ganization. We realize how incomplete 


is a military establishment without such 
an organization in being and prepared for 
any emergency. The impractability of 
quickly improvising such a force by hur 
riedly assembling smaller units as we 
have done for this maneuver must be 
evident. 

The shortage of essential manpower 
and modern combat equipment has been 
recognized in all our exercises. Further 
more, while we have executed an army 
combat exercise and supplied the army, 
there were many omissions and commis 
sions, and absences of concerted and co 
ordinated unit efforts in many cases, as 
well as the smooth operation so essential 
to the success of such a large force. 

We have brought our troops together, 
using all transport means, put them in 
camps, trained them through a se ries of 
field exercises of increasing size and com-

elapsed time. Their health has remained 
throughout better than in an average 
civilian community of the same size.

This maneuver has been for training 
purposes in accordance with a plan-—-not 
a test on a sudden alarm. It was not 


planned and executed on a sudden call, as 
in war. On the contrary, work was 
actually begun almost a year ago. And 
while the tactical staff for the field exer 
cises Was indeed improvised being gath 
ered from many commands and stations 

all the key officers had been in touch 
with the planning work throughout. 

The spade work -the hard part of get 
ting supplies and transportation together, 
instructing troops and all the vast work 
of checking details and eliminating con 
flicts was done by officers of long experi 
ence—all World War trained. They 
worked, not in the feverish pressure that 
begins on M Day, but thoroughly and

That the plans have worked out with 
full attainment of all the objectives set 
shows that these officers did well, But it 
does vot mean that, if war comes, we can 
throw together a Field Army for real 
fighting, scrape up the army staff, the 
corps staffs, fill in the gaps in the troops, 
obtain experts for “trick” specialties, ship 
in missing weapons and vehicles and 
polish off the training of the whole and 
vo into a fight in a few days—-or weeks 
or months. 


There is only one way to overcome these 
deficiencies the existence in peace of a 
Field Army. It need not be large, but efti- 
ciency demands that the units thereof ex- 
ist in peace and that they be brought to- 
gether more frequently for training in 
the field. In the World War, we delayed 
the creation of such a force until war was 
upon us. If we had acted otherwise all 
higher authorities agree that we might 
have kept out of the war. | know we 
would have saved many lives and have 
shortened the war. Certainly this lesson 
ix most pertinent to world conditions of 
today.

Military Affairs is preparing « 
to further consideration of that measure by 
1940 session of the Seventy-sixth Congress, 
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ORC Reorganized 

Effective 1 Oct. administration of the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps in the various 
Corps Areas will be reorganized on a 
basis of military areas having general 
supervision over activities of reservists of 
all arms and services within their limits. 

Most sweeping of the changes will oc- 
cur in the Fourth Corps Area, where yes- 
terday went into effect organization on a 
regional basis for the conduct of peace- 
time activities pertaining to the organiza- 
tion, procurement, promotion, adminis- 
tration and training of the Organized Re- 
serves and for mobilization planning. 

By contrast, there will be few changes 
in the Sth, 6th and 7th Corps Areas, where 
the new organization has already been in 
effect, in all essentials. 

In all Corps Areas, however, the new 
order will involve changes in terminology. 
The War Department order providing for 
the change, specifies that not more than 
three military areas shall be set up with 
in each Corps Area, 

Setting up of the areas is left to the 
Corps Area commander, The 4th CA, for 
instance, will have three areas, each of 
which will have a Regular Army officer 
assigned as chief of staff, who, as execu- 
tive for the Corps Area commander, will 
conduct all Organized Reserve activities 
therein, except those specifically exempt- 
ed. He will be assisted by a staff, and 
will designate a Regular Army instructor 
at headquarters of each military district 
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as District Executive Officer. 

Administrative functions heretofore 
performed by the chiefs of staff of the 
Sist, S2Znd and S7th Divisions are trans- 
ferred to the chiefs of staff of the First, 
Second and Third Military Areas, re- 
spectively. Administration at a division 
headquarters will be restricted to the 
barest minimum of absolutely essential 
requirements. The present chiefs of staff 
of divisions were Thursday relieved of 
such duties. The three urea chiefs of 
staff will appoint Regular Army oflicers 
to serve as acting chiefs of staff of divi- 
sions, such detail being in addition to 
their other duties, 

Chief of Staff of the 63rd Cavalry Di- 
vision has been made acting chief of staff 
of that division; Field Artillery Group 
Headquarters, at Ft. Bragg, N. €., is 
abolished and orders will shortly be is 
sued for re-detail of officers and disposi 
tion of records, 

First Military Area comprises the 
states of North Carolina and Tennessee ; 
the second, Florida, Georgia and South 
Carolina; the third, Alabama, Louisiana 
and Mississippi.

Medals to 5 Soldiers 

Award of the Silver Star to Clarence 
M. Jones, formerly first lieutenant, 26th 
Infantry, Ist Division, and of the Soldier's 
Medal to James W. Anderson, jr., George 
W. Mollett, Sam Raiman and John W, 
Skiflington, was announced this week by 
the War Department. 

Lieutenant Jones was honored for gallantry 
in action while leading daily patrols into the 
German lines during the occupation of Bou 
conville, France, 22 Mareh-1 April 1918. On 
31 March, when one of his patrol was mortally 
wounded by enemy fire, Lieutenant 
picked up the dying man, and despite the 
heavy machine gun and rifle fire of the enemy, 
carried him back to the American lines, 

tnd Lt. James W. Anderson, jr., Air- Res, 
received the Soldier's Medal for heroism dis. 
played in rescuing two officers from a burn 
ing airplane at Wright Field, Ohio, on 1 
April 1950. Lieutenant Anderson was able to 
extricate himself from the wreckage, but the 
pilot and another officer passenger, trapped 
in the cockpit, were in imminent danger of 
being burned to death. Despite the fact that 
it was obvious that the fire would reach the 
gvusoline tanks of the ship at any moment, 
ieutenant Anderson ran back to the ship, 
tore the covering from the cockpit, and pulled

the two trapped officers out of the ship to 
sufety, just before the gasoline tanks ex 
ploded.

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Services Get Ready 
(Continued from First Page) 
plants for naval aircraft are not nearly 
so loaded with work as plants producing 

Army planes. 

Concerning fleet movements, it was 
stated that it is highly possible that one 
or more squadrons of cruisers now with 
the U. S. Fleet may be ordered into the 
Atlantic to join that Atlantic Squadron. 

At the War Department a move this 
week to reenforce the Panama Canal 
garrison was noted as the first step in 
the Army’s precautions in the light of 
world events. Officials stated that, “The 
War Department is prepared to take any 
steps towards speeding expansion and 
equipping of the Army that the President 
may deem necessary.” 

This statement was amplified by offi- 
cials, who declared that the administra- 
tive setup of the department is now 
geared to meet any emergency with the 
least possible wasted motion. They 
pointed out that the situation now extant 
has not sprung up overnight, and that 
preparations have been going forward for 
five years to meet such a situation. The 
War Department believes that, by work- 
ing three shifts, Air Corps expansion may 
be accomplished in a little over half the 
time originally contemplated. If this can 
be done, additional orders for aircraft 
can be placed. 

With regard to mechanized and motor- 
ized equipme..t, officials said that due to 
the somewhat commercial aspects of this 
materiel, a great expansion could prob- 
ably be effected in procurement. 

Today, the Army transport Hunter Lig- 
gett is scheduled to depart from San 
Pedro, Calif., carrying eight officers and 
225 enlisted men of the 63rd Coast Artil- 
lery, Antiaircraft, from Ft. MacArthur, 
Calif., to increase the strength of existing 
Coast Artillery units in the Canal Zone. 
In all, 1,029 enlisted men and 56 officers 
will be sent to the Canal Zone within the 
next two weeks. 

Meanwhile, in the Canal Zone, military 
guards were placed on all vessels transit- 
ing the Canal, and additional guards have 
been placed at the locks and at other 
strategic positions. In announcing the 
fact that military guards would be placed 
on the vessels, Canal authorities stated, 
“While there is no apparent threat to the 
safety of the Canal or the ships using it, 
nevertheless, in view of the extreme ten- 
sion existing throughout the world be- 
cause of the impending possibility of war 
and in view of the international character 
of the Canal it seems wise to institute 
some of the precautions appropriate to 
the neutral status of the United States 
and to eliminate the possibility that any- 
body might commit some rash or foolish 
act which could inflict damage. These 
precautions have no other significance.” 

Following today’s increment of troops, 
on 13 Sept., the Army transport St. Mihiel 
will depart Brooklyn, N. Y., with eight 
officers and 226 enlisted men of the 61st 
Coast Artillery, Antiaircraft, from Fort 
Sheridan, Ill. On that same day, the St. 
Mihiel will take aboard 14 officers and 408 
enlisted men of the 62nd Coast Artillery, 
Antiaireraft, from Fort Totten, N. Y. 

Steps will be taken immediately, the 
War Department said, to replace the men 
being sent from the United States to the 
Canal Zone. 

The Air Corps in the Canal Zone will 
be bolstered by the addition of 31 pursuit 
planes, now enroute to Albrook Field. The 
planes, 20 from Selfridge Field and 11 
from Barksdale Field, are expected to 
arrive at their destination within the 
hext day or so. Air Corps personnel in 
the Canal Zone will be immediately 
boosted by 26 officers and 170 enlisted 
men. 

The Navy, moving as swiftly, an- 
hounced that it had awarded a contract 
for the construction of the new bases at 
Kodiak and Sitka, Alaska, northern ter- 
Minus of the screen of Naval air bases 
that will screen the Canal from naval at- 
tack from the Pacific. Meanwhile rumors 
abounded that negotiations are underway 
with Ecuador for the purchase or lease 
of the Galapagos Islands in the Pacific, 
hear the mouth of the Canal, upon which 
4strong naval base would be constructed. 
It has long been a Naval theory that a 
Naval Operating Base should be estab- 
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lished in the vicinity of the Canal on the 
Pacific side to provide an advance base 
from which to operate surface craft and 
long range patrol planes. 

The Navy Department would make no 
comment on the question of negotiations 
with Ecuador. 

The decision immediately to supple- 
ment the garrison of the Canal Zone was 
made on the heels of a trip to the Zone 
by Secretary of War Harry Woodring, 
who, in his report to the President for 
1938, stated, “The defenses of the Panama 
Canal must be strengthened. All locks 
and dams on that vital waterway must 
be made bombproof. The possibility of 
sabotage by crews of ships transiting the 
canal must be completely eliminated. We 
must greatly augment our air forces and 
our antiaireraft artillery installations in 
the Panama Canal Zone. The Panama 
Canal must be made impregnable.” 

Congress provided $27,000,000 in cash 
and contract authorizations for the ex- 
pansion of the Panama Canal garrison. 
This will result in a total increase this 
year of 272 officers and 7,360 enlisted 
men. ! 

In January, Congress will be asked to 
provide the initial increment of a $277,- 
000,000 authorization for the construe- 
tion of an additional set of locks for the 
Canal. It will take between three and 
four years to construct the additional 
locks, but when completed, these locks 
will be used exclusively by American 
ships, thus materially lessening the 
danger of sabotage and insuring that 
even if saboteurs destroyed or inecapaci- 
tated one lock or set of locks, transit of 
the Isthmus could still be made, 

In Washington, Naval officials refused 
to hazard an opinion as to whether or 
not additional Naval personnel will be 
sent to the Canal Zone. Another angle 
was thrown on the situation when Sena- 
tor Bennett Champ Clark who recently 
returned to Washington from a trip to 
the Canal Zone, declared that there is “an 
amazing lack of modern military equip- 
ment in the Canal Zone.” 

Senator Clark stated, “They are using 
anti-aircraft range finders that were 
made during the World War. Some of 
the Coast defense guns were made before 
the war. They sent some new guns down 
recently, but red tape will hold up de- 
livery of ammunition until October.” 





Comptroller Rules on MCR Pay 

The Comptroller General this week 
ruled that, in the case of a Marine Corps 
Reserve oflicer ordered to active duty and 
subsequently found physically unquali- 
fied, the oflicer in question is entitled to 
pay and allowances from the date of his 
assumption of active duty until the date 
the physical examination that disquali- 
fied him was held. 





War Economy Asked 


As an accompaniment of VDresident 
Roosevelt’s request for economy in the 
government, the Adjutant General has 
sent to all Corps Area and Department 
commanders and commanders of ex- 
empted stations a request that expenses 
be watched. 

Warning that in the past higher au- 
thority has impounded certain percent- 
ages of appropriations, Major General 
Adams pointed out that this had not been 
done by the President, but that this 
should be appreciated, and should “serve 
as an added incentive to effect all possi- 
ble economies in administration.”

U. S. COAST GUARD 











Rear Adm. Russell R. Waesche, Com- 
mandant of the Coast Guard, said this 
week that he intends to seek enactment 
of the Coast Guard selection legislation 
at the next session of Congress. Admiral 
Waesche said that the plan, which has 
had wide circulation thoughout the ser- 
vice with requests for comment, is fav- 
ored by about eighty per cent of the com- 
missioned personnel of the Coast Guard. 

Ile has not as yet, he stated, conferred 
with Representative Schuyler O. Bland, 
Chairman of the House Committee on 
Merchant Marine and Fisheries, as to the 
exact date of institution of hearings. 
Ilowever, since as little or no Coast 
Guard legislation is before the Commit- 
tee, it is probable that the personnel bill 
will be taken up in January or February, 
1940, 


Commandant’ Trip 


Admiral Waesche returned to Wash- 
ington this week, looking very fit after 
aun inspection tour of Coast Guard and 
Lighthouse facilities along the North At- 
lantic coust. He went into Canada for con- 
ferences with navigation officials of that 
country and was greatly pleased by the 
reception he received. The Royal Cana- 
dian Mounted Police performed the beau- 
tiful and dramatic “musical ride” in his 
honor. He expressed himself as extremely 
well satisfied with the morale and appear- 
ance of personnel of the former Light- 
house Service, and commented that he 
had “climbed a million stairs” while in- 
specting lighthouses, 


Consolidation Difficulties 


In effecting the consolidation of the 
Lighthouse Service with the Coast Guard, 
“i number of personnel problems have 
arisen. One is the question of an over- 
abundance of highly paid personnel for 
whom no work is available under the con- 
solidation. Former Commissioner Harold 
>. King, of the Lighthouse Service, who 





now acts as an assistant to the command- 
ant, is obviously too active a person to 
retain a position in which his activities 
are limited and it is believed that he may 
ask for voluntary retirement, 

In the districts, there are thirty-four 
division commanders and assistant divi- 
sion commanders who were formerly in 
the Lighthouse Service and who are now 
acting as assistants to the commandants 
of the 13 new Coast Guard Districts. In 
this instance, it is equally obvious that 
only about thirteen of these officials will 
be needed under the consolidation. It is 
believed that this situation will be met 
by letting time eliminate the excess per- 
sonnel, At Coast Guard Headquarters, no 
information is available on any of these 
points, and it is believed that no personnel 
decisions of a major nature can be made 
until the Comptroller General rules on 
the status of funds of the former Light- 
house Service, ~

Sabotage Denied 

The Navy Department this week cate- 
gorically denied that any evidence of 
sabotage has been found in any of the 
mis-adventures that have lately befallen 
naval vessels. 

It was stated that in every case, rang- 
ing from the sinking of the Squalus to the 
several minor fires that have occurred in 
shipyards building naval vessels, no evi- 
dence or even implication of foul play has 
been found. Officials were quick to point 
out, in connection with the several minor 
fires that have occurred, that a shipyard 
is, by the nature of its work “crammed 
with inflammable material and by the 
nature of its numerous types of machin- 
ery full of potential fire hazards.” 

In no case, it was said, was any ap- 
preciable damage done, and, to further 
defeat the theory that saboteurs were at 
work, it was pointed out that the fires 
occurred in relatively minor sections of 
the vessels. 

It was also stated that sabotage to a 
vessel under construction would be very 
difficult, due to the exhaustive tests and 
trial runs that are engaged upon after 
completion. It was pointed out that ex- 
pert naval constructors examine all con- 
struction and that all features of a vessel 





are required to conform to strict naval 
standards both before and after installa- 
tion. 





Adm. Yarnell Returns, 
Is Honored 


Admiral Harry FE. Yarnell, recently re- 
lieved as commander-in-chief of the Asi- 
atic Fleet after three years of service in 
the war-torn Orient, returned to Wash- 
ington 27 Aug., and the following after- 
noon received personally from his com- 
mander-in-chief, President Roosevelt, a 
Distinguished Service Medal, voted to 
him by Congress. 

On the night of his arrival Admiral 
Yarnell told newspapermen that clashes 
between nations, both in Europe and 
Asia, probably will continue for many 
months. Industrial mobilization in the 
United States in preparation for any 
Emergency is very desirable, he said, 
pointing out that the recent Russo-Ger- 
man agreement would do little to insure 
permanent peace, 

Friendly relations have existed be- 
tween American and Japanese forces in 
the Orient, the former Asiatic commander 
added, stating that his contact with the 
Japanese forces had been confined to 
high-ranking naval and military officers. 
He did not discuss reported mistreatment 
of Americans in China. 

Admiral Yarnell was guest of the Na- 
tional Press Club at a luncheon 31 Aug., 
and that night was guest of honor at a 
dinner given at the Mayflower by 72 offi- 
cers who had served with him on the 
China Station.

The Regular Army troops have carried 
an exceptional burden in these exercises, 
They have prepared the whole area, ar- 
runged and operated the supply system, 
and then taken their part in the tactical 
exercise. True to their tradition, they 
have not failed me. All of this, in spite 
of the fact, that they have had but 34% 
of the authorized Regular Army officers, 
which the tables of organization allow 
them in peace time, or only one-third of 
the prover number. Another good job 
well done. Thanks. 

The National Guard has demonstrated 
an improvement over the pre-World War 
days that is exceptional. The major units 
functioned—they arrived and made 
camps in an admirable manner. With a 
background of only one hour a week and 
two weeks each summer for training, we 
appreciate the results secured. Certainly 
the standards of the World War have 
been handed down in many organizations. 
Naturally more opportunity for extensive 
field training is essential before actual 
service in war. The personnel has dis- 
played a spirit and desire to become efli- 
cient. These men deserve recognition for 
their patriotic service in spending their 
vacation in learning to serve their coun- 
try. If all employers could see the work 
these men do in these camps, I am sure 
many more of them would urge their em- 
ployees to join the National Guard with 
assurance that their pay would continue 
during the time spent in training. Many 
do this now and we thank them. * * * 

The Reserve officers have fitted into the 
framework of the Regular Army and Na- 
tional Guard and the higher organiza- 
tions with facility and, in many cases, 
have demonstrated a professional fitness 
which warrants their absorption in such 
capacity on mobilization. They, like the 
National Guard, have given up thein 
summer vacations to serve. We need 
such patriotism. I am sure they agree 
with me that more opportunity for field 
training in command and staff duties is 
required. Also that the system of assign- 
ment should be so revised as to avoid 
trying to place “square pegs in round 
holes.” We need to reclassify the reserves 
periodically so that those suitable for 
combat units and those fitted for staff 
work find themselves in such positions. 
They have demonstrated in this maneuver 
the value of the reserve system and what 
aun ‘isset they will be in any emergency. 

Some Practical Lessons from the 
Maneuvers 

Arrival and departure—The following 
outstanding lessons during the concentra- 
tion and demobilization have come to my 
attention: First, in some cases the units 
most needed to make and break camp ar- 
rived and left last and first. I refer to 
the Engineer regiments. They should be 
the first to arrive and last to leave. See- 
ond, the higher headquarters should also 
arrive early and leave near the last so as 
to have adequate directing heads at hand. 
Third, regiments should arrive and leave 
completely equipped. Some states keep 
the tentage in central storage and ship 
direct to and from camp. This has forced 
you to break camp too early. Each unit 
should come and leave with its full field 
equipment. The former makes the work 
easy for the staff, but hard on the troops. 
This should be reversed. 

“Mechanism of Battle’—It is my ob- 
Servation that our greatest weakness is 
to be found in the “Mechanism of Battle” 

the conduet of the fight. 

(1) Many of our oflicers and enlisted 
men have not been given a clear and defi- 
nite picture of a battle and all that is 
involved in the prosecution thereof. They 
(lo not always visualize the situations and 
problems they will face. Consequently 
they approach a battle area in somewhat 
of a haze—there is too much mystery for 
them to act quickly. 

(2) Troop leading by junior officers 
ind non-commissioned officers should be 
developed. These men are intelligent, ag- 
gressive and inately practical—the com- 
mou sense quality is well developed. As 
soon us they understand the problems of 
battle fighting and a few of the principles 
to be followed, they will become the finest 
troop leaders in the world. You should

NOW THAT WAR HAS COME IN EUROPE, it behooves the American people 
to place the defenses of the United States in condition to protect its territory and 
its vital interests everywhere. When Congress shall have reconvened the President 
will require neutrality legislation, and will recommend also appropriations for 
further increases of our sea, land and air forces and for additional strengthening 
of strategic positions. There should be no delay in approving any of his proposals, 
und we doubt if there will be. Insofar as neutrality is concerned, the experience 
of the World War demonstrated that nations fighting for existence pay little heed 
to the rights of countries not directly involved in the struggle. There was a period 
during that war when the United States was on the verge of hostilities with Great 
Lritain as a result of her interference with our commerce, It is true that the 
London and Paris Governments will be chary in the present situation about in- 
terfering with our citizens and their ships or cargoes; it will be their determined 
effort to preserve our friendship and to gain our support. On the other hand, just 
as German interests a quarter of a century ago fitted out American ships with 
American war materials for the purpose of capture by the Allies, and consequent 
embarrassment in the relations of the United States with them, so it may be 
expected they will put into effect schemes of the same or other character for a 
like purpose. That there will be attempts to sabotage munitions factories having 
contracts with the Allies also may be expected. Under the plans approved by the 
resident, every effort will be made to bring these operations to naught. The 
matter of espionage likewise will require constant attention, The Attorney General 
has announced he has a dragnet out for all spies, and cooperating to this end are 
the FBI and the Intelligence Services of the Army and Navy. 

If the war should last over a period of years—efforts are being made to localize 
it--the United States in all probability will be foreed to participate in it. Such 
participation is likely to be very different from that of the World War. Preoccupied 
as Great Britain and France are in Europe, Japan will feel free to press her opera- 
tions in China. The United States, therefore, will be between two fires. In the light 
of a common sense view of the situation and the prospects for the future, it is the 
duty of the President and Congress to make us impregnable as rapidly as possible, 
to strengthen the Navy wherever it is possible, and to enlarge, equip and train the 
Army for large scale operations. Only by these means can the Nation conserve its 
peace or fight a winning war. They should be inaugurated without delay. 


THE MANEUVERS WHICH THE ARMIES OF THE UNITED STATES have 
been conducting this summer are valuable not only for the training they have provided, 
but in demonstrating the weaknesses which pervade our Military Establishment. 
Before the First Army took the field, Lt. Gen. Hugh A. Drum explained to a conference 
he called that the most difficult preparedness problem is the organization and training 
of man-power—the creation of an eflicient field force directed by skilled leaders, 
capable of utilizing the power of modern weapons. The maneuvers he conducted 
supported the views of this practical soldier. Months had been spent by him and his 
Staff in planning them, which, in itself, was a beneficial experience, but the troops 
themselves had only seven days of actual field training. And this essential operation 
is performed only once in four years! Prior to the World War even such a puerile 
attempt to mobilize and train troops on a sectional scale was not made, with the re- 
sult that General Pershing was compelled to spend a year and a half in training the 
men sent to him before he was willing to order them into battle as a field Army. How 
different procedure is in the case, for example, of European and Japanese Armies, 
Which annually have held tield maneuvers, with tried and competent leaders, Army, 
Oorps and Divisional organizations and troops, hardened and trained soldiers, and 
proper and distributed equipment. The celerity and ease with which those Armies in 
Europe and Japan have taken the field are due to the experience they have had in 
past years. In the seven days of the maneuvers directed by General Drum, he estab- 
lished the impracticability of hurriedly improvising an efficient. Field Army, although 
knowledge was gained as to the necessity, functions and composition of such a force. 
It was General Drum’s conclusion that a permanent force of this type should exist and 
that its units should be brought together more frequently for training in the field. 
Coming from a soldier of his ability and battle experience, it is to be expected that the 
War Department and Congress will heed it. We should have a powerful field army, 
trained and equipped, ready to take the field upon a Presidential order. Further, 
it occurs to us that instead of a rotation of field maneuvers for each of our paper 
Armies, it would be desirable to follow the practice of Europe, and have an annual 
grand maneuver which would give the high command and various organizations and 
troops essential fleld training.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—Germany’s invasion of Poland has precipitated a war of different 
line-up than that which occurred during the World War, At that time the Allies 
comprised Great Britain, France, Russia (later Italy) Serbia, Greece, Montenegro 
and Japan, their enemies, Germany, Austro-Hungary, Bulgaria and Turkey. At the 
moment when the present struggle begins, Great Britain, France, and Poland are 
fighting Germany (including Austria and other accessions) and probably Italy. 
Russia is neutral but benevolent toward Germany. This likewise is true of Hungary 
and Bulgaria. Roumania, which wishes to be neutral, and Turkey have understand 
ings with the Anglo-French combination. Japan has been hostile to Britain and 
France, but disillusioned by the non-aggression pact of Germany with Russia is dis- 
posed to absolute neutrality and the prosecution independently of her aims in China. 
Belgium and Portugal were on the side of the Entente and will be so at the present 











time. 

In the New World, the popular sentiment from the Arctic to the Antarctic Oceans 
is strongly against Germany, the single exception possibly being Mexico, The Presi 
dent of the United States and the majorities in Congress have expressed this senti 
ment in numerous fashions, the latest being the treasury inspection of the German liner 
Bremen which delayed her sailing, and doomed her to capture on the High Seas. 
The preparations we have made have been avowedly for the purpose of protecting 
American interests from Dictatorial attack. The feeling of Hitler toward the United 
States was manifested by his refusal to acknowledge the President's latest plea for 
peace, The character of the relations of the United States and Great Britain was 
indicated by the cordial greetings the President exchanged with the new British 
Ambassador wherein he expressed earnest hope for the tranquillity and happiness of 
the people of the British Dominions. 

Throughout the past week, within the shadow of menacing Fleets and Armies 
and Air Squadrons, the Governments of Europe and the United States feverishly 
sought through talk a way to peace. It was a hopeless effort, hopeless from the 
moment Russia terminated the negotiations with Great Britain and France through 
the non-aggression Pact she secretly entered into with Germany. That the Pact was 
not the complete understanding between the two countries. Germany's invasion of 
Poland makes evident. Hitler would not have dared to order the advance, unless 
assured of Stalin’s benevolent approval. How much farther it goes is a matter of 
speculation. It may contemplate a new divisien of Poland, it may affect all of 
Fastern Europe, it may affect the Far East. No one knows outside of the official 
circles of Berlin, Moscow and Rome. There are reports that Germany and Russia 
have assured Japan that their agreement does not relate to her, and that they are 
willing to enter into a non-aggression understanding which will recognize the New 
Order in China, provided Japan assents to an expansion of Russia at Chinese expense. 

There is the question of Italy. Mussolini has constantly iterated his devotion 
to the Axis Alliance. He has insisted that Danzig should be returned to Germany, 
that a road across the Corridor to East Prussia should be provided for his Ally, and 
that German minorities in Poland should be protected, and he has proclaimed that 
France must make concessions to him in Tripoli, Somaliland and the control of the 
Suez Canal. There is no doubt he approved the non-aggression pact of his partner 
with Russia, thereby throwing into the discard, as did Hitler, the ideological differ 
ences which separated him from the Communist Nation, But at this moment, Musso 
lini is pursuing the same policy his country pursued at the outbreak of the World 
War. He is neutral, probably in aecordance with an understanding with Hitler. 
Doubtless, he hopes, once Poland has been conquered, which the German General 
Staff regards as a comparatively simple operation, to propose to the Powers that 
negotiations for peace be instituted. These negotiations would include the scrapping 
of the Versailles Treaty, which is anathema to him as well as to his fellow Dictator, 
and include Italian demands for African compensation. However, with Great Britain 
and France avowedly determined to support Poland, Mussolini’s proposals may not 
be acceptable, In that case, he will have to decide whether he would be justified in 
exposing his country to the combined attack of the British and French. The Govy- 
ernment of 1914 abandoned the Tripartite Alliance. Mussolini may decide to transfer 
his allegiance to the Anglo-French Entente. 

There ought to be no doubt of the decision the British and French Governments 
have made. Before Hitler ordered the invasion of Poland, Prime Minister Chamber- 
lain and Premier Deladier both made positive declarations that their “obligations 
to Poland will be carried out.” The British Dominions were informed of this decision, 
and all of them approved it. Complete arrangements had been made by the British 
and French Governments for Fleet and Army cooperation, and even the question 
of a single High Command for the Navies and a single High Command for the 
Armies had been decided. It was the closeness of the Anglo-French understanding 
in the political and military fields that prevented the success of Hitler's effort to 
detach France from Polish support. If Spain join the Axis Powers, British troops, 
operating through Portugal, will assist a French Army invading from the north, 

That the Fleets of Britain and France will control the Seas is unquestionable. 
There probably will be German raiders, there will be German submarines and German 
aircraft, and while they may do some damage, the effect promises to be minor. The 
British Fleet is so disposed as to bottle up the German Fleet in German and 
Baltic Waters, and another British Fleet is in the Mediterranean for cooperation 
with the French Fleet against Italy. 

With Russia as a reservoir for German supply of foodstuffs, oil and other war 
materials, available the moment Poland is conquered, and with the Scandinavian 
States neutral and equally available as German markets, blockade of Germany would 
seem to be ineffective. This advantage for Germany is offset, however, by the ability 
of the British and French to obtain supplies from the Americas. In the end the block- 
ade which has begun will influence the course of the war. Then, too, there is always 
the possibility that Russia will change her allegiance as she has done in the past, and 
that Italy likewise will do so or be conquered. Diplomacy, backed by money, and 
concessions, is a powerful weapon. It will be used with propaganda with all the 
skill the experienced statesmen of Great Britain and France possess. 


Army Air Corps—The Army Air Corps now is organizing at Maxwell Field, Mont- 
xomery, Ala., home of the Air Corps Tactical School, a unique composite group to be 
employed as a laboratory for new tactical theories, airplanes, and equipment, and as 
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a demonstration unit in connection with the training of Air Corps officers at the 
Tactical School and officers of other arms and services at the various arm and service 
schools, To be known as the 23rd Composite Group, the unit, already known jp. 
formally as the “Demonstration Group”, will be composed of Group Headquarters 
and Headquarters Squadron, 5 officers and 60 enlisted men; the 24th Attack-Bombard. 
ment Squadron, 18 officers, 181 enlisted men; the 54th Bombardment (Medium) 
Squadron, 31 officers, 220 men, and the Ist Pursuit Squadron, 27 officers, 153 men, or 
au total of SI officers and 614 enlisted men. The Group Headquarters and Head. 
quarters Squadron and the 1st Pursuit Squadron are now being organized at Maxwelj 
Field. The 54th Bombardment Squadron is scheduled for organization 1 Oct. and the 
24th Attack-Bobardment Squadron 1 Dee. 

As now planned the flying personnel of the new group and a high percentage 
of the enlisted personnel will be selected from those already thoroughly trained jn 
the use of the types of aircraft with which the various squadrons of the “Demonstra- 
tion Group” are to be equipped, The new group will be furnished with the latest types 
of equipment, will he kept at full authorized strength at all times and will, therefore, 
be well fitted to test new ideas and aerial tactics. As a “Laboratory Group” the 28rd 
Composite Group with its three squadrons, each representing one of the three combat 
types, will be available for testing proposed tactical evolutions developed at the Air 
Corps Tactical School. By using these squadrons it will be possible to determine 
the soundness of new theories of aerial tactics better than in any other way short 
of actual war. The presence of this “Demonstration Group” at the Tactical Schoo! 
Which is also the station of the Air Corps Board would permit all its evolutions to be 
closely observed and controlled by the Tactical School and the Air Corps Board. This 
exroup Will also be particularly qualified for the testing of new airplanes and airplane 
equipment, 

Under the present Air Corps expansion program, the training demands on the 
GAL. Air Force will be greater than normal during the next three years. The 
General Headquarters Air Force has heretofore furnished units for demonstration 
purposes in connection with training at the various service schools. The group or its 
compon «“jadrons, flights and other units, will be trained for demonstration pur- 
poses in nuection with the various phases of training of military personnel. 

The creation of the new group will result in discontinuing the present Head- 
quarters Squadron at Maxwell Field. Personnel of this squadron will be incorporated 
in the new group. The 91st School Squadron and 13th Air Base Squadron will con- 
tinue to operate at Maxwell Field, in addition to the 23rd Composite Group. Of the 
(14 enlisted men to be assigned to the new group, 264 will be experienced Air Corps 
personnel drawn from the present Maxwell Field personnel and 350 will be recruits 
now being obtained under the expansion program, 

Maj. Frank O'D. Hunter, one of the few World War aces still remaining in the 
active service, has been designated as commander of the 28rd Composite Group. Born 
S Dec, I8fM, at Savannah, Ga., Major Hunter enlisted in the Aviation Section, Signal 
Corps, shortly after the outbreak of the World War. Serving for seven months at 
the front as a pursuit pilot, he was credited with the destruction of eight enemy air- 
craft and was awarded the Distinguished Service Cross with four oak leaves and the 
French Croix de Guerre. Major Hunter is the only Third Degree member of the 
Caterpillar Club composed of flyers forced to jump from aireraft with parachutes 
to save their lives. 

The commanders of the 24th Attack-Bombardment Squadron, the 54th Bombard- 
ment Squadron, and the Ist Pursuit Squadron have not yet been selected, 

Tentative awards of contracts for light primary training planes were made this 
week by the War Department. To the Fairchild Aircraft Corporation went a tenta- 
tive award of $1,579,338 for M-62 two-place, tandem, low-wing monoplanes. These 
ships have air-cooled, in-line, inverted Ranger engines, balanced type ailerons, canti- 
lever landing gear and hydraulic brakes. The fuselage is fabric covered, except for 
the top, which is metal. The cockpits are covered by sliding hoods. The Ryan <Aero- 
nautical Company received a tentative award of $193,560 for STA-1 model planes, 
with low wings, tandem cockpits, open, and with trestle type landing gear with oleo 
shock absorbers and brakes. A full swivel steerable tail wheel is used. 


“The Marines Have Landed”—-Further evidence of the Marine Corps’ ability to 
tuke everything in stride was given recently when a Marine sergeant was called upon 
to kill a lion that had broken from confinement aboard the SS Amazone. The Amazone 
Was transporting a cargo of dynamite and wild animals from New York to Mara- 
cauibo, Venezuela, when the lion broke loose, The commander requested the Coast 
Guard to come to his assistance, and Ist Sgt. Michael Peskin, USMC, on duty at the 
Cape May, N. J. rifle range, was detailed to accompany the Coastguardsmen, Taking 
his service rifle, Sergeant Peskin went aboard the Amazone and “found the lion Lying 
on deck between a winch and a cargo hatch making it difficult to get a shot from a 
position of security.” Hlowever, Sergeant Peskin found a cabin whose port commanded 
the situation and fired a shot into the lion's head, followed by another in the vicinity 
of the heart. A third shot was fired by a Coastguardsman when the lion still showed 
signs of life. The lion was then hoisted over the side and dropped into the sea. 


Field Artillery-——An analysis of Field Artillery Service Practice Reports, released 
this week by the Adjutant General states that, “Viewed as a whole, the 
practice for the year 1938 shows progress and improvement as compared with 1937.” 
However, it is noted that improvement can still be made along several lines. It was 
noted that the average number of days devoted to service practice was 17 days, but 
that nine organizations devoted less than 10 days to such practice. The report em- 
phasizes that it is desirable to utilize the entire time for practice unless conditions 
meke it impossible. The distribution of types of practice was commended and varied 
little from last year, Concerning the distribution, however, the report states, “While 
a majority of the regiments reached an ideal of approximately half axial-lateral and 
half other types, certain regiments and separate battalions went to extremes. ranging 
from 79.8 axial-lateral and 20.2 other types to 25 axial-lateral and 75 other types. A 
few organizations fired a too limited variety of problems. The percentage of problems 
using map data corrected (5.6%) of all problems is considered too small.” 

Concerning the role of junior officers in practice, it is stated, “In the assignment 
of problems it is desired to emphasize the importance of having them go predominately 
to lieutenants and junior captains. Service practice is an excellent field for the de 
velopment of initiative and judgment on the part of artillery officers.” 

The report assailed the practice of firing problems with estimated data. When 
methods of obtaining exact data are available, and states that in the future service 
practice should include a reasonable number of problems with batteries occupying 
staggered positions and during some problems personnel should be in gas masks.

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Canton Island Air Base—<Another link in the chain of air bases stretching down 
the mid-Pacific will be strengthened in the near future when the CAA grants a 
certificate of convenience and necessity to the Pan American Airways to operate a 
foreign air-mail route between San Francisco and New Zealand. The California-New 
Zealand route will operate through Canton Island, where Pan American engineers 
have for the past three months been working to complete landing facilities and shore 
puildings. Although it is contemplated that the installation will be completely com- 
mercial in design, Pan American officials said this week that Navy Patrol planes will 
have free access to the harbor and ramps while on routine service patrols. Congress 
recently appropriated $900,000 for air line mail subsidy. Admiral William D. Leahy, 
former Chief of Naval Operations, testified before The House Appropriations Com- 
mittee that the subsidy should be granted in view of the need for facilities at Canton 
Island. It will be remembered that Pan American has already made several survey 
flights over the proposed route and officials said this week that following additional 
surveys it is hoped to have the mail and passenger line in operation by late fall. The 
facilities at Canton Island will give the Navy still greater chance to develop its aerial 
scouting squadrons. 











Infantry School—The academic department of the Infantry School will start its 
twenty-second school year at Ft. Benning 15 Sept. with 30 staff and faculty changes, 
according to information recently released from the office of Brig. Gen. Asa L, Single- 
ton, commandant. 

On the Staff of Col. Courtney H. Hodges, who as assistant commandant heads 
the Academic Department, three changes have been made. Maj. Russell Skinner, who 
was an instructor last year in the Tactical Section, has become property and fiseal 
officer, and Capt. Emerick Kutschko, who was property and fiscal oflicer has been 
designated as operations officer. Capt. Alfred FE. MecKenny has succeeded Maj. W. A. 
March as training film editor. There is but one change in chiefs of sections, Lt. Col. 
Charles W. Thomas, jr., formerly commanding officer of the 2nd Battalion, 29th 
Infantry, will be head of the second section, succeeding Col. George M. Parker, jr., 
who left Ft. Benning during the summer for duty with the 7th Infantry at Vancouver 
Barracks, Washington. 

The new roster of instructors in the first, or tactical section, shows five changes.

Bureau of Yards and Docks— Evidences of the increased Naval program were re- 
flected this week as the Bureau of Yards and Docks announced a number of contracts 
for construction. Major contract was one in the amount of $12,739,000 for the 
construction of the Kodiak and Sitka, Alaska, air This contract was 
awarded to several firms, operating as a joint venture. As work-loads increase at 
Navy Yards at Boston, Mare Island, Philadelphia, Portsmouth and Washington, the 
Navy awarded a contract for traveling electric bridge cranes in the amount of 
S500,690.00. A contract was awarded, totaling an estimated $167,900.00 for dredging 
and filling at the Naval Air Station, San Juan, P. R., while at the Puget Sound Navy 
Yard, $168,800.00 will be spent ona salt water intake for the power plant and drainage 
tunnel between dry docks number 2 and 4. New quarters, two apartment buildings, 
Will be constructed at the Naval Air Station, Pensacola, at a cost of $115,916.00. A 
barracks building will be built at the Navy Yard, Pearl Harbor, at a cost of $242,200.00, 
While dredging of the new dry docks will be done for $645,000.00,

Poland’s Position. Poland's strategic position in the present conflict is extremely 
precarious, She has litthe or no natural defenses, with more than 90 per cent of her 
frontier completely unfortified. Only for a few miles along her southern frontier, 
Where the Carpathians touch, has she any natural defenses. No broad rivers mark 
her borders. Only on the Russian border are anything approaching natural defenses. 
On this border are marshlands that would seriously hamper transportation of troops 
and supplies. The main railroad line from Russia into Poland is a poor apology 
compared to railroads as we know them in the United States. It changes gage at 
the border, necessitating great delay in transportation and it has been estimated 
that it would take from ten days to a week to move a division of troops, about 
10,000 men, and their equippage over this road from Russia to Warsaw. 

On the three fronts which face Germany, Poland is at its weakest, and from 
Slovakia, the Reich frontier proper and East Prussia, German troops can easily 
move into Poland on a simultaneous thrust. Poland’s great industries lie precariously 
close to the Reich frontier and even now are being swept into the German territory. 
A 60 mile thrust by the German Army will cut Poland's forces off from great sup- 
blies of coal, lead, oil, and zinc as well as heavy industries. 

tritain and France have only two ways of getting supplies to Poland, either 
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by the Black Sea or by the Baltic. Control of the Baltic has never been out of 
German hands and it is supposed that this situation will continue. To utilize the 
Black Sea route, Britain and France must gain control of the Mediterranean, Then 
it would be necessary to transit Rumania. From the standpoint of military man- 
power, Polan@ is fifth or sixth in the world, with a manpower composed of hardy 
peasants who are inured from birth to a rough manner of life. Polands claim of 
having 4,500,000 first-class reserves and 2,500,000 second class reserves seems fairly 
authentic. Her forces are divided into Infantry, Artillery and Cavalry. This Cavalry 
is her chief pride and has in times past proved of great value, It is claimed that the 
mechanized German cavalry will have rough going in moving through Poland's 
muddy roads. The Polish Army uses its cavalry in a manner very like our own, 
They are in effect mounted infantrymen and this factor makes them of much more 
value than pre World-War cavalry which depended on mass force in charges over 
level ground. Voland claims three regiments of light cavalry, twenty-seven regiments 
of Uhlans, ten regiments of Chasseurs and ten squadrons of scouts. Thirty regiments 
of light artillery are claimed, along with ten regiments of heavy artillery. It is 
claimed by Polish authorities that they have 2,500 first line fighting planes, but con- 
servative estimates place the number at nearer 1400. All planes are of Polish 
manufacture and Poland claims a production rate of 150 per month on an eight 
hour shift. The poles are noted as good air fighters, 


Marine Corps—<As the result of increases in the commissioned strength in the 
Marine Corps, Col. Holland M. Smith has been promoted to brigadier general and 
several other officers have been advanced to colonel, lieutenant colonel and major, 
subject to approval of the Senate when it reconvenes. The number of increases was 
nnnounced in the 26 Aug. issue of the Army AND Navy JourRNAL, and the names of 
those promoted is carried in this week's Marine Corps orders, on page 9, 

The promotion of Colonel Smith fills the new vacuney in the grade of brigadier 
general, There are, however, still some vacancies in the grade of colonel, major and 
eaptain which will be tilled after selection bourds meet, since present eligible lists have 
been exhausted. The number of new vacuncies, as stated last week, is: brigadier 
veneral, 1; colonels, 3; lieutenant colonels, 4; majors, 1: captains, 15, 

Colonel Holland is now on duty here as assistant to the major general com- 
mandant.

More than 100 enlisted men have been ordered to report for the nine-month motor 
transport courses and 40 officers have been assigned to the officers two-month’s course. 


Services at National Air Races—The Ninteenth Annual National Air Races open 
at Cleveland, Ohio, today, and the races were sent off to a flying start as Assistant 
Secretary of War Louis Johnson and Maj. Gen. H. HW. Arnold, Chief of the Army Air 
Corps joined to pay tribute to racing aviation as the breeder of Air Corps develop- 
ments. Secretary Johnson declared, “Unquestionably the ardent effort to secure top 
speed for racing planes has led directly to engines of ever-increasing horsepower and 
lower weight-per-horsepower. Many of the experiments in reducing drag and parasite 
resistence, and much of the ‘clean up’ of the modern airplane to make it a near-perfect 
streamline form can be traced to initial use for racing planes.” 


General Arnold stated that “The unusual stress placed upon power plants, above 
and beyond, often brings out defects which would otherwise not be shown under 
normal flying conditions.” At the air races, the Army is being represented by the 27 
Pursuit group from Selfridge Field, Mich. This group, headed by Maj. Millis R. 
Taylor, flew Seversky P-36's, camouflaged, to Cleveland. Twenty-one planes comprise 
the group but only 18 will perform, the other three to be held in reserve, Besides the 
Severskys, the Army has on hand a B-17 bomber, and XB-15, the latest heavy bomber ; 
basic 


a Lockheed C-40 B transport; a North American 0-47 observation plane; a 
combat plane; primary fighter; the Airacuda; a Vultee A-19 attack ship, a Douglas 
B-18, bomber, and the new Curtiss XP-40 jursuit ship, claimed to be the fastest fighting 
plane in the world, The Navy will be represented by Fighting Squadron 4 of the USS 
Ranger. The unit, commanded by Lt. Comdr. A. K. Morehouse, USN, is noted for its 
daring acrobatic flying. 


Squalus Raising Balked—The third attempt to bring the ill-fated Squalus to the 
surface will be mude as soon as possible despite the fact that the submersible broke 
the sufface and settled back to the bottom 28 Aug. when the final lift was essayed. 
As preparations went forth for the next lift, the vessel lay on an even keel fore and 
aft with about a 30-degree list and only slightly embedded in the soft mud bottom. 
She lay at a 90-feet depth about two miles from the Isles of Shoals. 


If successful, Monday’s lift would have landed the submarine in drydock at 
Portsmouth the same night, with about a dozen of the crews surviving members con- 
voying their ship and her dead cargo. On board also would have been Lt. Oliver F. 
Naquin, Commander of the ship. Instead, the final phase of the salvage operations 
was delayed at least until Wednesday when about 25 feet of the craft thrust above 
the surface, then sank within a half minute. Efforts of the salvage ship, Falcon, to 
pump air into the bow were futile. 


Service Personnel in War Areas— The War and Navy Departments said this week 
that, since there are few military or naval personnel traveling in Europe, no problem 
has been created by the present crisis with regard to ordering such personnel to cur- 
tail their Continental stay. The War Department stated this week that no special 
orders have been issued or are contemplated, while the Navy Department has limited 
its cognizance of the danger abroad to an order forbidding the transportation of 
dependents of Naval personnel to war areas. It was stated that few changes are 
being made in personnel assigned either to Squadron 40-T or to the various em- 
bassies, the order will not affect many officers. Both departments stated that they 
have received unofficial advices that military personnel on duty in Europe have 
sent their dependents to places least likely to be attacked if war on a major scale 
breaks out. 


Selection Boards—It was learned this week that the first two selection boards to 
meet under the advanced-date physical examination regulations will meet on 22 Nov. 
and 6 Dee., respectively. The first board will select captains of the line for rear 
admiral and the second will select commanders of the line for captain. Navy Depart- 
ment officials this week completed arrangements for the advanced-date physical ex 
aminations and expressed the hopé that the new regulations will satisfy any criticisms 
that have been made in the past over the physical condition of officers up for selec 
tion. Rear Adm. Chester W. Nimitz, Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, said that 
he does not believe that the new regulation advancing the time of holding physical 
examinations will work any hardships or interfere with the routine of the Navy. 


Assignments to New Air Bases—TInitial assignments of Army officers to new air 
bases provided by Congress at last session have been made by the War Department. 
Maj. Lawrence L. Simpson, QMC, USA, has been ordered from duty in the Construe 
tion Division of the office of Quartermaster Generai in Washington to duty at the 
new Southeast Air Base, Tampa, Fla. Maj. Alexander F. Dershimer, QMC, has been 
ordered from duty at Ft. George G. Meade, Md., to the Seutheast Air Depot at 
Mobile, Ala, Ist Lt. James B. Rankin, FA, has been ordered to the Alaskan Air Base, 
Fairbanks, Alaska. The orders of all of the above oilicers were effective 1 Sept., 1939. 


air’ until the umpire permitted one side 
to advance.

(5) Coordination of units in a fight was 
well done in some cases and overlooked 
in others. The “tie-in” of infantry and 
artillery was generally good while the 
support between adjacent units was too 
frequently neglected. At times operations 
were pushed too fast, without adequate 
advance planning. We need more com- 
bined training of the various arms. 

(6) Combat orders and command posts 
systems showed marked improvement. 
This is especially true in the shortening 
of orders, devising of many new methods 
to cut the time lapse and the use of over- 
lays. However, there were cases of seri-

work on these lines. 

(8) Cover, concealment and shelter 
(fox holes) were frequently neglected. 
We need instruction along these lines to 
avoid the losses in the early part of a 
war. However, such training is quickly 
acquired after one hears the first shell or 
bomb explode. Self-preservation attends 
to that. 

(4) Reconnaissance and initiative on 
the part of junior leaders should be de- 
veloped. At times, opposing units would 
run head on into each other without any 
advance warning which reconnaissance 
should have supplied. Then these units 
would stop—face each other—limiting 
their further action to “shooting up the |

For 
the Army attack on 24 August, I issued 
my decision to the Corps Commanders 
and Army Chief of Staff at 4:30 P.M., 
23 August. Here are the hours of re- 
ceipt of the attack order by these front 
line battalions: 


srd Battalion, 14th Infantry — 10:30

(7) In many units there was little of 
What we call “economy of forces.” This 
applies to companies and battalions as 
well as to Armies. Instead of using a 
part of the command for a local fight or 
on outpost, there was a general tendency 
to place everybody in the front line or on 
duty. Consequently, the whole command 
stayed up all night and no one was fresh 
for the next day’s operations. 

(S) Air maps were supplied to all units 
down to include companies, but not ex- 
tensively used, principally because of in- 
ability to read them. We must train our 
officers and non-commissioned oflicers to 
read and use air maps. 

(9) Traflic control was fairly well done 
with a few instances of inadequate ad- 
vance planning. 

(10) Food supply in the battle area 
Was exceptionally well worked out. Most 
units were fed and well cared for. 

Vobility versus sustained fighting pow- 
cr—In the two-sided Army problem, we 
had an opportunity to consider the opera- 
tions of a small force with extreme mo- 
bility opposed to a larger force with less 
mobility, but greater fire power and abil- 
ity to sustain a fight longer. 


The Provisional Corps (Woodruff), 
with the Ist Division highly motorized, 


the 1Sth Brigade partially motorized, and 
the Mechanized Brigade entirely motor- 
ized certainly was an ideal force for the 
mission assigned it; ie., to delay the 
Black advance until arrival of reinforce- 
ments. The hilly country to the west was 
especially suited for delaying operations. 
The Provisional Corps took every ad- 
vantage of these conditions and met its 
problem well. Its mobility and fire power 
were well used. 

On the other hand, the Black Force, 
slow of movement, liad the man and fire 
power for sustained action which 
eventually would have forced the Blue 
high command to hurry reinforcements to 
support the Provisional Corps. 

I believe the lesson to be drawn from 
this picture is that both types of forces 
ure needed in an Army. A highly mobile 
force, with exceptionally large fire power 
capable of short hard hitting fights, is 
desirable. However, the bulk of the force 


should be organized for prolonged and 
sustained conibat—essential to win the 


decisive battle. They go hand in hand and 
are both required for the approach to and 
the decisive phases of battle. 

The Mechanized Cavalry Brigade has 
taught us many lessons. It is a powerful 
arm and a great asset. It is a psycholog- 
ical (morale) weapon as well as a tactical 


Figures in second column show displacements in thousands of tons, 


first called it “the mosquito” then “the 
hornet”’—then “the devil” and at the end 
gave it a name I dare not mention. While 
I know the Brigade at times over-ruled 
or rather overran the umpires, it created 
aun important psychological effect—in 
fact I believe about half of the Army's 
light guns were emplaced to meet the 
mechanized force. Of course, more train- 
ing and understanding of its limitations 
would correct these extreme actions. 

The Mechanized force has its limita 
tions, especially in cross country travel— 
bridges—night—fog and vulnerability. 

The Black Army suffered from a total 
absence of a suitable anti-tank gun and 
combat aviation. Our observation avia- 
tion followed the Brigade at all times ex. 
cept during the darkness of the night 2- 
24 August, when it moved to the north 
flank. Combat aviation would have had 
many opportunities for effective action 
Our improvised anti-mechanized flank de 
tachments were partially successful but 
lack of proper forces and some inexperi- 
ence let the Cavalry Brigade pass through 
to our rear areas—to the consternation of 
many. 

The enveloping attack of the Black 
Army afforded us an exceptional oppor 
tunity for lessons in river crossings. Dur- 
ing the night of the 23-24th, the 43rd Di 
Vision and Army bridge train moved up 
some 10 miles at night and threw across 
the Saranac, in an uofordable section, 
three foot bridges and one pontoon bridge, 
and shortly after daylight had an infan- 
try battalion on the opposite bank. The 
bridge work was covered by an excellent 
smoke screen. It was a good job, well 
done, 

Conclusion—There are many more it 
teresting points that I could discuss with 
you, but the hour is late. However, be 
fore closing Iam anxious for you to know 
some of the senior officers who have been 
my assistants in preparing this maneuver 
In addition to General Phillipson, Colonel 
Grant and Colonel Marley, who have 
spoken this evening, I want you to meet 
Colonel Lahm, in charge of the aviation: 
Colonel Ward, in charge of Engineer 
work; Colonel Crystal, Commanding Off- 
cer, Plattsburg Barracks ; Colonel 
Potter, Deputy Chief Umpire, who de 
vised the system ; Colonel Moore, who it- 
stalled and operated the communication 
system; Colonel Schofield, the Provost 
Marshal; Colonel Dalton, who has han 
dled the press and all visitors; Colonel 
Lord, the financial and transportation ex 
pert; Colonel Cordiner, who has fed you 
and has done it well; Major Phillips, whe 
gives us such fine messes ; Colonel Pricl- 
ard, my senior aide, who ran me. 

There are many assistants to these of- 
ficers whose services have been outstand- 
ing and most helpful. 

I wish especially to thank General

Finally, I desire to express to the whole 
Army my appreciation for your loyal sup 
port and valuable cooperation. In the few 
days we have been here, a sincere com 
radeship has been engendered—we have 
created “A Soul of the Army.”

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Financial Digest 


The preparation of Governments and 
the financial and commodity markets for 
what may come in Europe gives promise 
that trading will not be interrupted 
should war occur. It will be recalled that 
when Germany moved through Belgium to 
invade France in 1914, the financial com- 
munity was caught unready, and there 
was hasty announcement of “Special 
Bank Holidays” in London, closure of the 
New York Stock Exchange, moratoria on 
home and foreign debts, and other steps 
injurious to business because of lack of 
thorough consideration. With the time 
which the continuation of the present 
crisis has made available, in all the capi- 
tals and their markets measures have 
been adopted or planned, which experts 
are confident will cushion the shock of 
battle. The first of these was the with- 
drawal by the British Exchange Stabili- 
zation Fund of support of supplying gold 
for export. The intent of this action was 
to conserve gold. Left without support, 
the British pound rapidly declined, much 
to the disturbance of the currencies based 
upon sterling, Finland, for example, free- 
ing its mark from this standard. The 
British Government further forbade the 
sale of foreign securities without permis- 
sion, the purpose of the prohibition be- 
ing to prevent panic, and to have the 
securities available for orderly use in the 
creation of new capital in the United 
States, or as collateral for loans. It is 
estimated that the present worth of these 
securities is in the neighborhood of 1 
billion dollars. Great Britain has in the 
United States 1.5 billions of earmarked 
gold and some 600 millions of bank 
credits. The British Dominions likewise 
have been making preparations for even- 
tualities. An indication of their policy 
is found in the issuance by Australia of 
regulations placing control of overseas ex- 
change transactions under its Treasurer, 
and prohibiting the export of money. The 
French, Belgian and Dutch Governments, 
likewise, have been taking measures to 
protect their financial positions. The De- 
partment of Commerce estimates that 
French investments in the United States 
including dollar balances of 275 millions, 
total between 500 and 600 millions, The 
Netherlands and Switzerland have cur- 
rent American investments of between 2 
and 2.25 billions, 

Our Treasury has been informed in 
advance of every financial step taken by 
the British and French, and has approved 
them. This is pointed to as a type of in- 
ternational cooperation that should mini- 
mize disturbance of the American money 
market should hostilities break out. It is 
understood our Treasury will cooperate 
with Britain and France to bring about 
an orderly liquidation of the American 
securities they and their nationals hold, 
the method under consideration being 
the establishment here of British and 
French Agencies, which will supervise the 
gradual conversion of the credits into cash 
for the purchase of essential war supplies. 
Through such procedure it is assured 
there will be no dumping of stocks and 
bonds upon the markets. Cooperating in 
this as well as the domestic market, the 
New York Stock Exchange has had a 
committee preparing plans to prevent, 
in case of war, undue speculation in the 
pound and franc, and with the aid of 
Great Britain and France to smooth out 
wide fluctuations in their currencies, give 
more stability to foreign exchange and 
act as a liaison between banks of issue, 
the Markets and the Treasury. 

The Security and Exchange Commis- 
sion is asserting that it will not require 
the New York Stock Exchange to close 
in spite of such action by the British 
government in connection with the Lon- 
don Exchange. However, closure will be 
ordered should panie liquidation seem 
likely. 

So far as government action is con- 
cerned, officials in Washington say they 
have available the following safeguards: 
A gold stock of 16.5 billions to offset 
withdrawal of “hot money” and with- 
drawal of funds; existence of the Federal 





Reserve Board as a Central Banking sys- 
tem to protect national finances; presi- 
dential power further to devalue the dol- 
lar; federal insurance of bank deposits; 
a Treasury balance of 2.3 billions, ete. 
Gratifying as this would seem to be, it is 
realized that in uncertain times investors 
prefer to be in a liquid position. Hence the 
wide range of fluctuation of prices of 
stocks and bonds during the past week. 
U. S. Government bonds have been af- 
fected, and for the first time in years 
the Treasury found it necessary to sup- 
port them. A diagram of the course of 
governments during the week would show 
that the prices of our bonds have de- 
clined or risen as the fears of war in- 
creased or diminished. This has been 
occurring on the eve of the Treasury’s 
regular September financing. It had been 
suggested there would be pre-maturity 
refunding of notes due 15 December, but 
the indications now are that there will 
be a mere time-marking of short-term 
securities. It is recognized money rates 
tend to rise when bond prices are low, 
and if the latter should continue to fall 
it is apparent the Government will have 
to pay more for money. This in turn 
would reveal an evil of deficit financing. 

Further disrupting trade and bound to 
affect business, are the withdrawals of 
tonnage from usual routes. 


Merchant Marine 

Orders yesterday by the United States 
that all women and children be evacuated 
from Germany climaxed several weeks of 
preparations for removal of American 
nationals from European danger spots. 
To effect this removal, the Maritime 
Commission, the State Department and 
the Navy Department have been in con 
sultation. 

It is not the Navy's intention at this 
time to send warships to Europe to effect 
evacuation, and the brunt of performing 
this task will fall upon merchant vessels, 

Several American ships this week 
changed their itineraries to include stops 
at danger points, where American citizens 
were taken aboard. Accommodations of 
these vessels were correspondingly 
taxed, and many of the new passengers 
were provided with cots. 

On some freighters, numbers of home- 
ward bound Americans were signed as 
members of the crew in order to comply 
with maritime law. 

On another front, the Customs Service. 
the Labor Department and the Bureau of 
Marine Inspection and Navigation, acting 
simultaneously, upon what were be 
lieved to be orders from the White 
House, began minute inspections of for- 
eign passenger and freight vessels leavy- 
ing U. S. ports. Principal reason given 
for the more than usually thorough in- 
spections was to insure that none of the 
ships had been fitted for use as commerce 
raiders—President Roosevelt declaring 
that he did not want the United States 
to be subject to damage claims for havy- 
ing permitted herself to be used as an 
outfitting base for privateers, as was 
England during the Civil War. 

The Immigration Service of the Labor 
Department at the same time was en- 
deavoring to enforce laws regarding 
entry and departure of aliens. 

Among the larger vessels halted by the 
government were the Bremen, of Ger- 
many: the Normandie, of France, and 
two British ships. Complaints were 
made to the German Embassy here by 
the master of the Bremen, who charged 
the delay was unwarranted and unrea- 
sonably prolonged, but the embassy as yet 
has filed no complaint with the State 
Department. 

The Bremen was finally permitted to 
depart 30 Aug. after having been delayed 
two days beyond her scheduled sailing 
time.

On 15 Sept. will occur the first launch- 
ing of a large seagoing vessel on the West 
Coast in years, when one of the C-3 ships 
under construction by Moore Drydock 
Co., takes the water at Oakland, Calif. 
first ship of her class to be launched. 
Phenomenal speed has been made on con- 
struction of the vessel since announce- 
ment of award of contract was made only 
last December. 

The following day the Mormaclark and 
the Sea Witch, C-2’s, will slide down the 
ways almost simultaneously—the former 
at Sun, the latter at Tampa SB and Engi- 
neering Co., Tampa, Fla. 


Who'll Buy My Wares? 


With all of this tonnage completed or 
fast nearing completion, the natural 
question arises: Who'll use the vessels? 
Opponents of the United States’ ship- 
building program say: “Nobody—that is, 
not all of them, not all of the 500 ships 
the government plans to construct during 
the next ten years.” 

The government believes, however, that 
it will have buyers. It points first to the 
great number of subsidized vessels near- 
ing 20 years of age, after which time, the 
operators to retain their subsidies must 
replace. It states that these standardized 
patterns it is achieving—the C-2’s have 
already been widely hailed—will make its 
vessels about as cheap as any that opera- 
tors could coutract for on the open mar- 
ket. It points to the liberalization by this 
Congress of down payment provisions on 
ships bought from the Maritime Commis- 
sion, stating that several operators have 
already expressed interest in the plan. 

More concretely, a review of disposal 
possibilities of the vessels already con- 
tracted for, would illustrate the govern- 
ment’s position. 

Of the 88 vessels on contract, many 
named above are being built on various 
operators’ accounts. Constructed by the 
government for sale are the 20 C-2’s, the 
14 C-1’s, the 16 C-3’s, and the 10 C-3 com- 
binations. 

Moore-McCormack has taken 6 of the 
C-2’s; Grace Lines have agreed to take 
two others; the government is placing 
two on its American Hampton Roads- 
Yankee Line, leaving 10 to dispose of. 

The C-1’s are more than taken care of 
since Lykes Bros. Co. has agreed to buy 
nine of this type and to charter nine 
others. No one has formally bespoken 
the C-3’s as yet. 

Of the ten C-3 combinations, American 
President Lines is to buy 6; 3 others will 
be placed on the new Puget Sound-Orient 
Line; one is not yet allocated.
